The death knell of the Lincoln Way 
was sounded at Washington on Wed­ 
nesday when, after fifteen unsuccess­ 
ful meetings the 
Lincoln 
memorial 
commission decided to approve the 
design for a monument to the m a r­ 
tyred president submitted by Henry 
Bacon, a New York architect. Presi­ 
dent Taft, chairman of the commis­ 
sion, presided, 
and 
Speaker 
Clark 
Representative Cannon, Senators Cul­ 
lom, Wetmore and Martin, were pres­ 
ent. 
The president will send to congress 
a special message transm itting the 
report of the memorial commission 
and recommending the accepted de­ 
sign. 
It will receive the support of 
the commission and it is believed will 
he accepted by congress. 
The design they approved is for 
a rectangular 
marble 
structure 
in 
Potomac park, 156 feet long and 84 
j feet wide, surrounded on two sides by 
i Doric columns 44 feet high and 27 
inches in diameter. 
In a central hall 
within the structure will stand a her­ 
oic figure of Abraham Lincoln sur- 
■ rounded by Ionic columns 50 feet in 
height. 
On one of the walls of this central 


i hall on a bronze tablet will be Lin­

According to Mr. Bacon’s plan the 
memorial will cost about $1,775,(HK) 
and the remainder of the $2,000,000 
authorized by congress will be used 
i in improvements of the site and in 
architect’s fees.

nary to the selection of a design and 
$28,000 ha- been expended to date.

I have not known so poor a winter 
during the w hoie of my stay am ong 
the E skim os (now 22 y ears), sa y s a 
writer in the Christian Herald. W hile 
the coast is ice-bound, the days short, 
sn ow storm s frequent and the 
ther­ 
m om eter often 40 d eg rees below aero, 
It is not possible for th e E sk im o to 
do much to secure a living. 
One way 
for the w om en to produce som eth in g 
w as to cut holes through the sea Ice, 
which reach es a thick n ess of six feet, 
and there they stood fishing for rock 
cod, m ost days securing only betw een 
five and ten fish. 
T h e m ission en ­ 
deavored to help, but poverty w as so 
general that all resources were taxed, 
to the utm ost. 
An outsider has no idea of w hat 
poverty am ong the E sk im os m eans. 
At the best of tim es the w ants o f an 
E skim o are 
few and his food con­ 
sists of the 
coarsest of substances. 
Seal walrus and whale m eat form a 
large part of their diet, and the blub­ 
ber of th ese anim als ser v e s In tho 
place of pork or butter. 
In China the fam ished inhabitants 
subsisted on roots or som e Inferior 
vegetation, but here th e 
v eg eta b le 
kingdom has 
nothing to 
offer. T he 
earth is frozen and 
deeply 
covered 
w ith snow and Ice; 
the birds have 
gone south and one m ight walk for 
m iles without seein g 
a 
living crea­ 
ture 
At the sam e tim e It is of In­ 
terest to know even th ese prim itive 
people have for ages found a kind of 
su bstitu te for food som ew here. Along 
the beach, which is known to have 
plenty o f seaw eed , h oles 
are 
cut 
through 
the thick Ice and the se a ­ 
w eed and m ussels pulled up through 
th e holes, and it is on record that the 
E sk im os have sustained life on this, 
one m ight say, refuse of the sea, dur­ 
ing the long w inter months. 
T he E skim o has no word for ‘‘God’* 
in his language, and it has been fitly 
marked that the very austere aspect 
of life m ay have helped to exclu d e

Capt. C. Van de Watering, one of 
the heroes of tho Hoer war, and a 
man ct wide experience in many parts 
of the world, was in Philadelphia re­ 
cently and was prevailed upon to tell 
some of his opinions concerning 
the 
figures which loomed large in those 
ttoubled times in South Africa, 
ac­ 
cording to the Philadelphia Ledger. 
The captain is a Dutchman born, but 
he speaks 
English 
perfectly, 
and 
Ii ne wise French and German. 
Since 
giving up the profession of soldier he 
has been in the much more peaceful 
pursuit of selling varnish. 
He is a 
remarkable developed man physical­ 
ly, and he carries his 
240 
pounds 
without any appearance of superflu­

According to the captain, Oom Paul

Captain Meeker Built It on the Tope 
of Four Redwood Tree* in Cal­ 
ifornia. 


What ta known as the “Living Tow­ 
er" 
(says 
a 
writer 
in 
the 
Wide 
World Magazine) stands on the very 
summit of a hill more than two hun­ 
dred feet high at Camp Meeker, a 
summer resort in Sonoma county, Cal­ 
ifornia. 
It was Captain Meeker, an 
old pioneer, who first conceived the 
idea of building a tower on the very 
summit of a high hill near his hotel, 
and while looking around one day for 
a suitable site, he found four young 
redwood tr*y»B standing about twelve 
feet apart, 
representing 
a perfect 
square 
The trees were each about 
one hundred and fifty feet high. Fifty 
feet of tach top was lopped off, and 
the work of building six stories was 
then commenced 
From top to bottom 
the Living Tower mas one hundred 
feet high. 
Each floor is about twelve 
by twelve feet, and rests on strong 
timbers, the ends of which are se­ 
curely attached to the four trees by 
means of steel cables and bolts. 
So 
strongly was every part braced that 
the whole structure does not move as 
much as one would naturally suppose, 
even when rocked by heavy winds. 
In the building great care was taken 
by the workmen to cut 
only 
the 
branches growing on the inside of the 
square, and the trees were not chop­ 
ped. mutilated, or weakened any more 
than could possibly be avoided Lead­ 
ing up from each story are broad 
stairways, so that one may ascend 
and descend with ease and perfect 
safety, while around the edge of each 
floor are strong railings to prevent ac­ 
cidents. 
Since this tower was com­ 
pleted, the trees 
have 
grown and 
flourished Just as well as before 
This 
living tower is claimed to be the only 
one of its kind in the world

If these 
all survive aud in turn had normal 
families, in a few years many great 
bodies of water, isueti as Long Island

Peconic, 
Gardners, 
Narra­ 
gansett, Great South and Chesapeake 
bays would become filled up. 
Navi­ 
gation would have to be suspended. 
The oyster shi lls would form solid 
land, as do the h o u se s of the coral 
Insects of the South Pacific. 
But in­ 
stead of increasing, the destruction 
of the young oysters by their ene­ 
mies Is so great, together with the 
depletion of the natural beds by the
